A $1,000 FINE WITH IT 


TWENTY-FIVE YEARS AGO 


IVhmt the Sentinel Had to Say About Persons 


and Events Twenty-Five Yeats Ago. 


At the Grave of Lawton. 


Tt lias remained for Senator Kelson, of Minnesota, to 


revive in congress the proposition to erect a suitable mon- 
ument over the j^rave of General Henry W. Lawton, in 
'Arlington cemetery. Standing fit the tomb of the great 
Fort Wayne soldier on Decoration day, and speaking a 
few words of tribute at the request of the Indianians 
about him, Senator Nelson took account of the fact that 
but for a small and simple headstone, the resting place of 
lone of the heroic soldiers conspicuous in American his- 
tory has been allowed for ten years or more to lie un- 
marked. Senator Nelson is right in declaring it a burning 
Shame that the nation has permitted Lawton's services 
and sacrifices to lack the recognition of a suitable mon- 
ument. Time and again the matter has been brought up, 
jonly to lapse again. Lawton was a national figure to 
iwhom universal honor was accorded, but, it is upon Indi- 
ana members of congress that blame must chiefly rest for 
the shameful delay in providing a suitable memorial at his 
tomb. They could have forced through congress a pro- 
Msion for tho monument, and they should have done it 
long ago. Senator Nelson is now preparing to introduce a 
ibill to appropriate $5,000 for this purpose, and we hope 
the Minnesota man's effort will be successful. WriUe the 
eubjeet is np, also, can not some new life be injected into 
the movement for a Lawton monument in Fort "Wayne? 
rrhc fund started for the purpose shortly after the soldier 
Jiero's death, has grown but slowly and may yet be too 
fcmall to be adequate for the purpose,. Some means, how- 
fever, ought to be found for increasing it and carrying out 
{the local project. 


The action of the county commissioners in declining 


|to grant permission for the location of a saloon within 
four hundred feet of the old high school building on East 
Wayne street, is to be commended. There is in some 
•quarters a belief that the law prohibiting the drinking 
places in close proximity to the schools is worded in such 
fashion as to apply only to the rural districts and not to 
Incorporated cities. There can, however, be no reason- 
able question of the intent of the law to keep the saloons, 
as remote as possible from the schools, whether in city or 
country. The purpose of the act is obvious. 


The spectacle of police officers in a wrangle over 


•which one of them is entitled to credit for making an ar- 
rest will strike the general public as an example of un- 
warranted childish petulance. Tt is amusing, perhaps, but 
serious only to the degree in which it indicates a disposi- 
tion to do individual starring instead of the team work 
which police efficiency demands.

'Ihe professor goes mUt a group o; 


nests where the se-ibirds have laid their 
eggs so thickly that it is almost im- 
possible to walk without stepping on an 
egg. 
JIany of the islands arc literally 


covered with birds during breeding time. 
The nests are not regular nests, but 
nre merely slight depressions in th'1 
sand. In this depression the female bird 
lays a single egg: and proceeds to hatch 
it. 
The experimenter takes the bird 


from off this egg and puts her into a 
basket which is covered with painted 
canvas to entirely exclude the light, 
and the package is shipped away, some- 
times to sea. sometimes on land n dis- 
tati'-e of 2~>0 miles or more. 
The bird, 


with a green mark paint'-d across its 
back so that it may be easily rerogni7ed, 
is then released. 
In a very brief t-im-j 


it has found its way back to the nest. 
If the egg is left undisturbed, the mother 
settles on her nest and proceeds to rm 
on with the hatching operations. 
Tf 


the egg line been remo.ed three ineh'-s 
from the spot where it was. the bird 
is evidently disturbed arid fusses around 
considerably before making sure that it 
is her egg. But finally she will decide 
it to be hers and settl 
on it. 
If the 


egg is removed eighteen inches from 
the spot where fihc left it. the bird :s 
absolutely at a loss, ph.: cannot iden- 
tify her egg and will pay no attention 
to it. Having found her way back over 
the 250 miles, she Cannot correct tlic 
little error caused by the 18-inch re- 
moval. 


Kcxt the experiment is tried of cut- 


ting down bushes or any landmarks 
near the. egg. and smoothing the sand, 
thus changing the general appearance 
of the surrounding?. This makes no dif- 
ference. It does not fool the bird. She 
identities the egg if 'pft 'n *np same 
place. 


Next the 
professor 
builds 
n little 


tower twelve foet high and elevates the 
egg from the spot where it was. The 
bird returns and is a little, surprised 
to find the egg so far up in the air, 
but has no difficulty in deciding th.it 
it is her egg and batches it sitting on 
the tower. But .before the chick hatches, 
in another experiment the professor re- 
moves the tower and puts the egg again 
on the surface.

For a perioif 
of two weeks, every lime the bird re- 
turns to tile nest it will flutter up in 
the air where the towi^- formerly was, 
looking in that spot for the egg. but 
by that time she becomes resigned to 
linding it on the groiuid again. 


All these experiments appear to show 


that there is an absolute sense of loca- 
tion possessed by the bird.

dependent on landmarks, the appearance 
of the surroundings, or the appearance 
of the egg itself.

by a displacement of only IS inches 
from one 
side 
to 
another, although 


changing the location upward or down- 
ward does not permanently deceive it. 


The professors are experimenting with 


noddies, sooty tarns and the man-T>f-wnr 
bird. The latter, although the strongest. 
(Iyer known, has great dilliculty in start- 
ing from the ground and may be caught 
by hand when nesting, as it is likely to 
topple oil' the nest on the windward side 
and be unable, to rise. They nre also 
drowned if thrown into the water, as 
they can not> rise from the waves.
